Charged With Contrib- 
uting Money of 2 St. 
Louis Locals in 1956 
and 1958 Political 


Campaigns. 


Harold J. Gibbons, executive 
vice president of the Teamsters 
Union, and five other St. Louis 
teamster officials were indicted 
by a grand jury here today on 
charges of violating federal 
election laws. 


Four officials were accused of 
conspiracy to violate the federal 
Corrupt Practices Act by con- 
tributing union funds to the po- 
litical campaigns of candidates 
for national offices in 1956 and 
1958. Those named were, in ad- 
dition to Gibbons, Sidney Zagri, 
legislative counsel for the In- 
ternational Teamsters Union and 
former director of political ac- 
tivities for Local 688, and John 
Naber, secretary, and William 
Latal, president of Local 688. 

‘Consent’ Charged. 

Two officers of Taxicab Driv- 
ers Local 405 were charged with 
consenting to the political contri- 
butions, but not with being mem- 
bers of a conspiracy. They are 
Philip C. Reichardt, acting sec- 
retary, and Joseph Bommarito, 
business agent. 

Named jointly with the four 
officials charged with conspiracy 
were Local 688, the large organ- 
ization of warehouse workers, 
and Local 405. 

The indictment charged that 
Teamsters funds were contrib- 
uted illegally to support the can- 
didacies of United States Sena- 
tors Thomas ©. Hennings Jr. 
(Dem.), of Missouri and Wayne 
L. Morse (Dem.) of Oregon, both 
of whom. were re-elected in 1956 
and to United States Representa- 
tives James Roosevelt (Dem.) of 
Los Angeles and Henry S. Reuss 
(Dem.) of Milwaukee, Wis. 

Aid to Sullivan, Dowd. 


It also charged that union 
funds were illegally contributed 
in 1956 in support of James L. 
Sullivan of St. Louis, unsuccess- 
ful Democratic candidate for 
United States Representative in 
the Second District, and to for- 
mer St. Louis Police Judge Rob- 
ert G. Dowd, in his successful 
1958 race for the Democratic 
nomination to Congress in that 
district. 

In each instance, the indict- 
ment alleged that the funds con- 
tributed were ‘‘derived substan- 
tially or entirely from dues pay- 
ments made by members’’ in- 
tended for general purposes of 
the union. 

It was charged that Senator 
Hennings’s campaign committees 
received a total of $6068 includ- 
ing $1068 for primary election 
campaign expenses and a $5000 
general election contribution. - 

A committee supporting Sena- 
tor Morse allegedly received 
three payments, two totaling 
$1250 for the primary election 
campaign in 1956 and an addi- 
tional $500 contribution for the 
general election campaign.

Congressman Roosevelt, a son 
of the late President, was al- 
leged to have received two con- 
tributions of $250 each, one for

Jr. of Convair Says 
Eisenhower Gambles 
With U.S. Security. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Feb. 24 
(UPI)—Thomas G. Lanphier Jr. 
last night gave up his $50,000-a- 
year job with Convair division 
of General Dynamics to crusade 
for a speed-up in United States 
missile defenses. 

Lanphier, 44 years old, a 
World War II air ace and vice 
president of Convair, which man- 
ufactures Atlas ballistic missiles, 
said only three weeks ago he be- 
lieved President Eisenhower “‘is’ 
taking a dangerous, dangerous 
gamble with national security.” 
|He repeated his belief today. 
| “If I think we're going to get 
_the hell knocked out of us, I 
| might as well say so, before we 
do,” Lanphier said. He added 
that many agree with his views 
on defense matters but are in 
positions where they are unable 
to say so. 

Lanphier, a Republican, ac- 
cuséd Mr. Eisenhower of under- 
estimating Russia’s strength and 
overestimating the strength of 
the United States.

ILLINOIS GETS 
$75,800,000 REA 
LOAN FOR CO-OP 


Largest Ever. Made— 
Will Finance Steam 
Plant Near Marion, 
Power Lines. 


The Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration announced here yes- 
terday a $25,800,000 loan—the 
largest in the federal agency’s 
history—for construction of a 
steam generating plant and pow- 
er transmission lines in southern 
Illinois, : 


Approximately $20,700,000 of the 
loan will finance construction of 
the plant about six miles south of 
Marion, Ill, on the south fork 
of the Saline river. 

The loan’ was made to tke 
Southern Illinois Power Co-opera- 
tive at Steeleville, a new REA 
borrower organized to meet 
power requirements of three 
‘smember distribution co-opera- 
tives. 

Announced at Meeting. 


David A. Hamil, REA ad- 
ministrator, announced approv- 
al of the loan in an address to 
the National Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association at Kiel 
Auditorium. The largest loan ap- 
proved previously by his agency 
was for about $19,000,000. 

In addition to the 99,000-kilo- 
watt power generation plant, the 
loan provides funds for a 2000- 
kilowatt diesel starting unit and 
$4,600,000 for construction of 
354 miles of 69,000-volt transmis- 
sion line. 

The three member distribution 
co-operatives that banded to- 
gether to form the new feder- 
ated power co-operative are 
Egyptian Electric Co-operative 
Association, Steeleville; South- 
eastern Illinois Electric Co-op- 
erative, Eldorado, and Southern 
Illinois Electric Co-operative, 
Dongola. 

At present the three distribu- 
tion co-operatives buy power 
from two private sources, the 
Central Illinois Public Service 
Co. and the Illinois Power Co. 
These arrangements will be 
terminated on completion of the 
new plant, scheduled for 1963. 


Involved in Rate Case. 


The three co-operatives are in- 
volved in a rate case now before 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion. It concerns the price of 
power to be charged them and 
four others that have not signed 
new power-use contracts with 
the private utilities. 


COLD WAR URGED: 
IN SENATE WZ 


President Failed to Im- 
press Public With | 
Dangers U.S. Faces, 
Gaither Report Panel 
Members Say. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Multi-billion dollar increases in 
United States defense efforts to 
meet Communist threats were 
urged today by two members of 
the panel which made the 
Gaither report on defense needs 
to President Eisenhower. 

Robert C. Sprague, industrial- 
ist and banker, told a Senate 
subcommittee studying cold war 
policy, that in his opinion Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has failed to 
impress the public with the dan- 
gers facing the United States. 

“One of our basic problems 
today stems from the failure of 
most Americans to realize that 
we have actually been at war 
with the Communists, in their 
sense of the word, since, 1946,” 
Sprague testified. 

‘World War III.’ 

“We are fighting World War 
III right now—and we could lose 
it without a shot being fired on 
either side,”” he said, adding: 

“I think that Mr. Khrushchev 
(Soviet Premier Khrushchev) 
has a very simple view of his-

tory. It can be put into three 
words: Power is supreme. He 
plans to win by being more 
powerful—militarily, economical- 
ly, psychoiogically:”’ 

Sprague urged a big stepup 
in the present 40 billion dollar 
annual defense outlay and higher 
taxes to pay for it. 

President James P. Baxter of 
Williams College agreed with 
Sprague that the Russians are 
allotting ‘‘25 per cent of their in- 
come to their military effort in 
comparison with our allocation 
of 9 per cent.” 

Baxter said the Russians might 
even risk nuclear attacks on 
Russians, saying: 

“We are talking about a na- 
tion which killed great numbers 
of its own people to establish 
its political system and millions 
more in order to institute its 
system of collective agriculture.” 

Baxter also urged big increases 
in defense outlays to meet this 
threat. 


More Taxes Favored. 

“I am willing to pay more 
taxes if it is necessary to do the 
things we need to do,” Baxter 
said, “and I believe that our 
entire people would feel the same 
way if they realized all that is 
at stake.” 

Both Sprague and Baxter were 
members of the panel which 
made the Gaither report at the 
request of President Eisenhower 


in 1957. The report never was 
made public. 


Some newspapers, which ob- 
tained parts of the report, said 
it pictured the United States in 
grave military danger and rec- 
ommended increases in military 
spending. _This description, how- 
ever, was denied by the White 
House.

TITAN LAUN€HED

5000-MILE FLIGHT 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Feb. 24 (AP)—An intercontinen- 
tal range Titan missile was 
launched successfully on_ its 
longest range test flight today 
and a recovery crew picked up 
its nose cone in the ocean two 
hours and 12 minutes later. 
The test was a critical one for 
the troubled Titan and it passed 
perfectly, boosting a dummy 
warhead nearly 5000 miles to an 
ocean target. 

The success should take some 
of the pressure off the Titan, 
which had flown perfectly only 
once before in the last 10 months. 
The Titan eventually will have 
a range of up to 9000 miles, but 
today’s missile was not fully 
fueled. The farthest it had flown 
previously was 2000 miles. 

The nose cone contains instru- 
ments to record performance. It 
was taken aboard the range 
vessel Timberlake. and was to 
be flown to Cape Canaveral for 
study. 


PAIR OF TICKETS 
FOR DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION $1000 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 24 (AP) 
~Anyone who wants to sit in 
on the Democratic national con- 
vention, starting July 11, may 
do so—provided he contributes 
$1000 for a pair of tickets. 

A spokesman for the non- 
partisan host committee, which. 
is giving the Democrats $450, 
for holding the convention in Los 
Angeles Memorial Sports Arena, 
says there will be no deviation 
from the price tag. 

“The tickets will be $1000 a 
pair,” he said. ‘“‘No one is going 
to get in for less.” 

The host committee. points out 
that the tickets are not for sale 
“but are being made available 


that peoples may not return to 
that unenlightened system of 
tyranny if they wish. We should 
feel a great sorrow for them but 
we would respect their right to 
choose such a system.” 

Right to Choose Philosophy. 

“The key to our policy,” he 
said, “‘is the right to choose a 
guiding philosophy, a. form of 
government and methods of 
progress. 

“But we would consider it in- 
tervention in the internal af- 
fairs of an American state if 
any power, whether by invasion, 
coercion or subversion, suc- 
ceeded in denying freedom of 
choice to the people of any of 
our sister republics.” 

Mr. Eisenhower went before 
Congress after a triumphal pa- 
rade on the eve of Rio’s Mardi 
Gras carnival time. 

Hurflreds of thousands of 
Brazilians lined the five-mile 
route of his motorcade through 
the ctiy to cheer, clap their 
hands and shout “Viva Ike.” 

Students displaying a huge pic- 
ture of Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro offered the only dissent 
to the general acclaim as Mr. 
Eisenhower and Brazilian Presi- 
dent Juscelino Kubitschek rode 
along the broad Avenida Rio 
Branco. 

Castro Not Mentioned. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s reference to 
intervention in this hemisphere 
in his speech to Congress came 
near the end of his text. If he 
was talking about Cuban Premier 
Castro he did n§t mention his 
name. Nor did he refer directly 
to the Soviet Union. 

Referring to the need for 
economic development, Mr. 
Eisenhower said he knew that 
Brazil and the United States 
agreed that any nation must rely 
heavily on the creative talents 
of its own people, with its gov- 
ernment as a helpful partner. 

“While we recognize that

PREMIER SEGN 
QUITS IN ITALIAN 
POLITICAL CRISIS 


Resignation Brought 
on by Effort to Move 
Party to Left—Reds 
May Gain. 


ROME, Feb. 24 (UPI)—Pre- 
mier Segni resigned today in a 
political crisis that was likely 
to benefit Italy’s powerful Com- 
munist party. 

The crisis was brought.on by 
increasing pressures on Segni’s 
ruling Christian Democratic 
party to move farther toward 
the left. Some of the pressure 
was from within the party. 

Although there appeared no 
danger Italy would loosen its 
strong pro-Western ties, many 
felt the only winners in the sit- 
uation, if only by default, would 
be the leftists. | 

The resignation decision came 
tonight in a cabinet meeting pre- 
sided over by Segni. He went to 
present it to President Giovanni 
Gronchi who will decide wheth- 


er to accept it. 

Christian Democratic party 
leaders in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties unanimously advised Segni 
he should resign. The action 
was forced Sunday when the 
Liberal party withdrew ifs par- 
liamentary support of the Chris- 
tian Democrats.

DISEASE DISCUSSED 


An alcoholism-induced disease 
involving loss of memory is an 
important public health problem 
in the United States, Dr. Maurice 
Victor of Harvard Medical Schoo 
said here yesterday. 


Dr. Victor, associate in neurol- 
ogy at Harvard, spoke at Wash- 
ington University-Barnes Hospital 
Medical Center on a common 
neurological disease known as 
the Weruicke-Korsakoff syn- 
drome. 


He said the ailment affects a 
localized area deep in the brain 
known as the mammillary bodies, 
a pair of small spherical masses 
of gray matter. 


The disease is characterized 
by paralysis of the eye muscles 
and lack of co-ordination in the 
victim’s gait, but its most serious 
consequence is the effect on 
memory, Dr. Victor said. 

“Quite abruptly,”’ he said, ‘‘the 
patient may come down with this 
disease and find that his 
memories for years past have 
been wiped out, and, more im- 
portantly, that his ability to learn 
and integrate new experiences 
into his life’s experience is lost.’ 


The Wernecke-Korsakotf syn- 
drome is sometimes seen in pris- 


purposes, in civilian life, it is 
usually associated with chronic 
alcoholism and is regarded as a 
disease from which few make an 
adequate recovery. 

Dr. Victor said the ailment was 
important froin a public health 
standpoint because approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of all alco- 
holic patients in state mental 
hospitals have it. 

He said that excessive drink- 
ing produces the disease in a 
secondary way. The alcoholism, 
he explained, is accompanied by 
failure to take adequate food, 
and the effects of the disease 
are due to nutritional deficiency. 

It is possible to develop the 
Wernecke-Korsakoff syndrome in 
six months, he said, under con- 
ditions of excessive drinking and 
grossly deficient dijet 

Dr. Victor spoke at a meeting 
of the St. xouis Society for 
Neurology and Psychiatry. He 
visited the university yesterday 
as guest of Dr. Eli Robins, pro- 
fessor of psychiatry.

THE SECRETARY OF DEFENSE shares with the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff the responsibility for the way in which our strategy-making 


machinery operates in fact. 


It is true the guidance provided by the National Security Coun- 
cil has often been cloudy, but this need not be a fatal handicap. 


The “Basic National Security 
Policy” is broad enough to allow 
the Department of Defense to 
draw up its own “National Mili- 
tary Program’ (similar to the 
one produced by the Army in 
1955) capable of providing unam- 
biguous guidance. It would first 
be necessary, however, to decide 
some issues which have lain un- 
resolved for years. : 


THE SPLIT VIEWS of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are usually 
the target for most of the criti- 
cism directed at our defective 
strategy-making. Actually, these 
splits are most often specific 
cases arising from more funda- 
mental issues. 


The overriding issue is the con- 
flict between the strategy of 
Massive Retaliation and the 
strategy of Flexible Response. 

Since the former was adopted 
as official policy in 1953, we have 
spent our dollars consistently to 
support it, although we have al- 
lowed language to appear in the 
‘“‘Basi¢ National Security Policy” 
which has encouraged its op- 
ponents to struggle against it. 

Thus far, no Secretary of De- 
fense has been willing to de- 
nounce Flexible Response as a 
heresy and to excommunicate its 
supporters. 

Closely related is the matter 
or reliance on atomic weapons. 
The services have never been 
given a clear-cut statement al- 
lowing them to plan with com- 
plete confidence on the use or 
limitations of use of atomic 
weapons, 


‘DOUBT EXISTS particularly 
in the case of limited war, where 
they are required to guess when 
their political leaders will de- 
¢cidé that the use of atomic 
weapons will serve the national 
objectives. 

In the absence of clear guid-

ance, the Air Force and, to a 
lessed extent, the Navy have 
virtually eliminated their capac- 
ity for prolonged effectiveness 
with ‘conventional weapons, 
while the Army has endeavored 
to retain a so-called “‘either-or’”’ 
capability. 

Another set of basic issues 
concerns the required size and 
composition of the so-called func- 
tional forces—the atomic retal- 
iatory force, continental air de- 
fense, overseas deployments, 
limited-war forces, and the like. 
How much of these forces is 
enough? 

As early as 1955, I urged Sec- 
retary Wilson to require the 
Joint. Chiefs of Staff to come up 
with practical yardsticks to tell 


us how much we should buy of 


these operational forces. 

Adm. Radford and others ar- 
gued that these matters cannot 
be submitted to scientific or 
engineering analysis. There are 
too many imponderables. These 
objections were accepted and to 
this day there are no approved 
goals for the size and composi- 
tion of the functional forces. ' 


Thus the Department of De- 
fense builds the defense struc- 
ture of the nation without blue- 
prints, design models, or agreed 
factors of safety. 


THE JOINT CHIEFS are often 
_required to recommend to the 
'Secretary of Defense, years in 
‘advance of production, new 
weapons for the services. Since 
the development of a new weap- 
on is usually the work of a sin- 
gle military department, this 
department tends to become its 
sponsor. The other services are 
just as likely to be skeptical of 
the claims made and to view 
suspiciously its potential require- 
ment for defense funds, 

These attitudes are not the re-

or pride of authorship. It is dif- 
ficult to sort out the exaggerated 
claims of the manufacturers of 
new weapons, .

Honored at a $100-a-plate testimonial dinner 
by the city and county Democratic organiza- 
tions, Senator Stuart came as close 
to announcing his presidential candidacy as 
is likely. He said he is willing to be the 
Democratic nominee this year and would 
“relish” the opportunity to oppose Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon. Nobody we know 
of fell over with surprise. 

The junior Senator from Missouri is en- 
titled to his run, along with all the other 
Democratic hopefuls. This is one way the na- 
tion tests presidential asvirants. As he re- 
minded the guests at the dinner, Senator 
Symington has traveled many thousands of 
miles around the country in recent months. 
Nearly every section of the country has had a 
chance to look him over. It is appropriate to 
ask why he appears to have lighted no fires 
of political emotion in any quarter. 

Of Mr. Symington’s usefulness as a Senator 
there can be no doubt. ‘ His voting record is 
simon-pur® Democratic-liberal. He has made 
real contributions to the debate on national 
defense. His staff has served his Missouri 
constituents ably and smoothly. The Senator 
is a proved executive, he has kept his friend- 
ships with Southern Democrats as well as with 
Northern liberals, he is a business man ac- 
ceptable to labor, he is photogenic and has a 
charming family. Why, then, does his candi- 
dacy have so much trouble getting off the 
ground? 

Basically, we believe, it is a question of 
stature. A great many Americans have just 
not been convinced that Mr. Symington, ad- 
mirable as he is in many respects, possesses 
the greatness of vision, the breadth of histori- 
cal insight, the thoughtfulness, patience and 
statesmanship that are so clearly required 
of a national leader in the new era of the 
nineteen sixties. 

Strangely enough, we rather suspect that 
the Senator’s extraordinary interest in de- 
fense matters has contributed to this impres- 
sion in a negative way. His specialization in 
this field haS been valuable to the country, 
but he has mot yet demonstrated unusual 
t-lent in thé Broader kinds of leadership that 
the next Président would have to exercise. 
Although he has made a conscious effort to 
branch out, the truth is that on other sub- 
jects he sounds like a phonograph record 
manufactured by the Democratic National 
Committee. And many citizens are well aware 
that, important as military power is, a special- 
ist in military power must have something 
else to offer to qualify for the presidency in 
the coming decade. 

Perhaps Missouri’s entry in the nomination 
sweepstakes can develop a wider appeal in 
the 20 weeks remaining before the. Demo- 
cratic convention opens. Perhaps he can 
convince Democratic voters and citizens gen- 
erally that he possesses the little extra spark 
of character, or integrity, or intellect that the 
people like to find in Presidents. As of now, 
the Senator’s greatest handicap is what many 
people cite as his political strength—the fact 
that he is “everybody’s second choice.” The 
“first-rate, first-class, first-place America” 
which Senator Symington called for at his tes- 
timonial dinner will need a first-choice Presi- 
dent. 


Monument to Delay 

Sometimes it seems that the history of the 
Washingten monument is being called to the 
attention of the Administration by same sub- 
versive person as the example to be followed 
in connection with the national park on the 
St. Louis riverfront. Actually, a glance at that 
magnificent 555-foot needle of stone should 
be a reminder of a case history too sad to be 
duplicated. An even 102 years flowed into 
the Styx between the adoption of a congres- 
sional resolution to build the monument in 
1783 and the dedication in 1885. 


To some extent the story had already been 
repeated. In 1826 Chief Justice Marshal and 
George Waterston, the librarian of Congress, 
raised private funds for a design competition 
even as private funds were raised in St. Louis 
for such a competition. There are other un- 
comfortable par*llels such as the delay forced . 
in Washineton by the Civil War and here 
by World War II and the Korean War, not 
to mention the Democratic-Republican rivalry 
which postponed resumption of the Washine- 
ton work until 1876. Yet the friendly attitude 
of Senator Hayden and Representative Can- 
non raise the hope that Congress and the 
Administration will at least insure completion 
of the arch, symbolical of the Gateway of the 
West, for the St. Louis bicentenary in 1964. 


Public and private interests heré are doing 
all they can to enhance the site. Surely those 
in a position to reach the right ears in Wash- 
ington will drop a hint that one monument to 
governmental delay is quite enough. 


The Spirit of Brasilia 


There could have been no better place for 
a revival of the spirit of co-operation and 
friendship between North and South Amer- 
ica than Brasilia, the new capital of Brazil. 
The inspirational words of the Declaration 
of Brasilia, to which President Eisenhower 
and President Kubitschek of Brazil agreed, 
could become as well known as those of the 
Monroe Doctrine if they are properly imple- 
mented. 3 

The road to “an ever-improving way of life, 
moral and material,” is a long and difficult 
one. So was the road that lay ahead four 
years ago when Brazil set about achieving 
its century-old dream of moving the capital 
600 miles northwestward from coastal Rio de 
Janeiro to a high jungle plateau. 

To relocate the capital of the fifth largest 
nation in the world in a wilderness within 
four years is no small feat. It took courage 
to leave Rio, one of the gayest and most 
beautiful harbor cities in the world, and to 
stray from the focus of the financial-indus- 
trial complex of bustling Sao Paulo, There 
were no roads and no landing fields, so the 
physical difficulties of establishing the dragon- 
fly-shaped city were many. Budgetary deficits, 
inflation and exchange crises due to falling 
coffee prices had to be overcome. 

Now, on this plateau with the temperate 
climate, a city of structures rivaling the 
United Nations building has taken shape. 
The 70.000 workers are the nucleus of the 
expected metropolis of 500,000. On April 21 
Brasilia is to be formally declared the capital. 

It will not be a compromise capital such 
as Washington or Canberra. Its function is to 
encourage the exploration and development 
of the vast Brazilian interior. Yet there is 
the chance that Brasilia may suffer the fate 
of Pretoria, capital of the Union of South 
Africa, which remains a provincial town in 


the veld while and Cape Town 
thrive. But if good planning, architectural ex- 
cellence and pioneering spirit prevail, Brasilia 
may give life to the great dormant heartland 
of Brazil. Americans can take a small bit of 
pride in the fact that the Export-Import Bank 
provided $10,000,000 as a starter for Brasilia.

Castro Changes His Tune 
Premierastro’s new readiness to negotiate 
Cuba’s differences with the United States is 
welcome, but it should be viewed with a 
certain amount of caution. The announcement 
that Cuba would appoint a commission to 
open talks in Washington at a date convenient 
to both countries came just 10 days after 
Castro signed a substantial economic agree- 


bargain with the United States from a posi- 
tion of greater strength; he has in his brief- 
case evidence that if he cannot get what he 
wants from the United States he has another 
potential source. 

There is no reason why Castro in his own 
self-interest should not try to increase his 
bargaining power in this way, and it will not 
do any good for the United States to visit 
economic reprisals on Cuba. The Russian 
agreement presents, nevertheless, a new ele- 


ment in Cuban-American relations that will, , 
have to be considered in dealing with specific - 


Cuban problems. : 


The Russian deal adds to the complexity 


of renewal of the Sugar Act, which expires 
in December. This law involves an area where 
the interplay of foreign and domestic politics 
is unusually apparent, and in an election year 
it is likely to be even more obvious. Some 55 
per cent of United States domestic require- 
ments is supplied by 24 states and Puerto 
Rico; the rest comes mainly from Cuba and 
the Philippines. Thus domestic sugar interests 
have an extremely large number of supporters 
in Congress. There have been demands al- 
ready for cuts in the Cuban sugar quota, cuts 
in the premium price the United States pays, 
and termination of the preferential tariff en- 
joyed by Cuban sugar. Following any one of 
these courses at this moment undoubtedly 
would drive Castro further into Soviet arms. 
The sugar problem is not the only one 
Cuban and United States representatives will 
have to talk about if they get together, as 
they should. The United States is demanding 
payment for seized American property, and 
Cuba is complaining of attacks by United 
States-based planes. But sugar is basic to the 
health of the Cuban economy. It is to be hoped 
that the United States will take a statesman- 
like attitude and give the fullest considera- 
tion to the welfare of the Cuban people and 
long-range Cuban-American relations.

Institute ‘of Judaism for 
Christian Clergy Hears 
Author, Teacher.

Job really has three major sub- 
jects, the lecturer said: the na- 
ture and destiny of man, the 
world of nature, and the mystery 
of God. 

“The Book of Job is concerned 
with man’s destiny and, more 
important, his nature. This poet 
affirms man’s virtues and free- 
dom,”’ Rabbi Reichert said. ‘He 
also emphasizes man’s frailty 
and the brevity of his life. The

In Job, the world of nature

er,” Rabbi Reichert said. ‘“‘God 
has bestowed on man a mind to 
seek the truth. For the author of 
Job, nature is more than the ma- 
terial universe; nature is the 
moral agency of God, an instru- 
ment of divinity.” 

Job concludes that God is om- 
nipotent, the lecturer said. 
Rabbi Reichert cited the in- 
fluence of the Book of Job on 
other writers of the Bible and 
on literature and art since, 


Dante’s Divine Comedy, Mil- 
ton’s Paradise Lost and Para- 
dise Regained, and Goethe's 
Fause “could not have been writ- 
ten without Job,”’ Rabbi Reich- 
ter, said. 

Rabbi Reichert was critical of 
Archibald McLeish’s modern play

The physician’s story was that 
his estranged wife pulled a gun 
when he afd Miss Tregoff called 
to discuss Mrs. Barbara Jean 
Finch’s divorce plans.

Crail said Dr. Finch was clear 
on details leading up to the 
shooting at the Finch estate in 
suburban West Covina last July 
18, but vague on details of the | 
death itself. 

“You know,” Crail told the 
jury, “‘it’s pretty dificult after 
seven months to explain why you 
shot a woman in the back at 
close range while she was run- 
ning away from you.’ 

“That takes a lot of- doing.” 

Crail accused the doctor of 
“cutting the pattern to fit the 
cloth’ in his explanation of 
events of. the fatal night and of 
prior events, including the hiring 
in Las Vegas, Nev., of a Min- 
neapolis jail escapee. 

Yesterday the prosecution 
charged that Dr. Finch, after 
killing his wife, went hunting 
for her maid, who had testified 
against him. 

The maid, Marie Anne Lid- 
holm, had interrupted a fight 
between the surgeon and his 
wife, and had fled before Mrs. 
Finch was shot to death. 

This was the first time the 
prosecution had alleged that the 
doctor planned to harm _ the 


maid. It introduced no evidence 
or testimony along that line.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Heart Attack Prevention 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 


“AFTER READING YOUR COLUMN on ‘why apparently 
healthy people~die of heart attacks,’ I wondered about one 
thing. I understand there is a medicine to counteract 
clotting of the blood. If so, why. can’t this be taken 
regularly by apparently healthy people say at the age of 
45, even if there is no sign of heart trouble? Wouldn’t this 
be a preventive in many cases? MRS. H.” 

This is a reasonable enough question, and one that 
pte people have asked—including doctors and research 
people. 


It may some day be possible to develop a drug: 
that will serve such a purpose, And perhaps not. 
Some research information on a new one, aimed 
at that very purpose, was reported at a scientific 
meeting last year. So there is thought being devoted 
to the idea. 


On the other hand, it, is not as easy a problem as you 
might hopefully think. After all, ask yourself this: Why 
does the blood have the ability to clot? To prevent bleeding, 
or to stop it when you have a cut or some other wound. 


If the blood didn’t clot, you would, after a moderately 
short time, die just from cutting a finger. Remember 
that there are people who have hemophilia, and even a 
scratch is a serious thing because hemophiliacs (or “‘bleed- 
ers”) have blood which refuses to clot. 

So suppose you gave ‘people a drug which prevented 
clotting? You would make these people into “bleeders.” 
If they didn’t suffer a cut or scratch, there would still be 
the danger of internal bleeding, a small stomach ulcer, 
for example. 

There’s another factor to be considered, too, in- heart 
attacks. Why do they come to older people instead of 
young ones? Because the arteries have thickened and 


become hardened and coated with a gradual accumulation 


of fatty material so that a clot which, under the circum- 
stances of youth, would move through readily, now finally 
catches and clogs at some narrowed point in the heart 
artery. The problem isn’t just one of moderate clots; it 
is also a matter of the size of the tubes (or arteries) through 
which they :must move until, after a bit, they break up.

She started her work in one 
small room in her. father’s 
house. When no women patients 
appeared she started out on foot 
with medicines, ointments and 
sterile dressings, to find some. 
She had no trouble. There were 
plenty lying along the roadsides. 
She records those first trips in 
her diary: “‘Leg ulcers of long 
standing, guinea worm, malaria, 
women dying in childbirth, aban- 
doned babies, and hundreds of 
blind or going-blind wunneces- 
sarily.” 

At first people ran from her. 
Then little groups began waiting 
for her. Later crowds lined the 
road, high caste and rich on one 
side, untouchables on the other 
but soon alf shoving together. 
Against her plans she had to re- 
sort to surgery. And it was in 
this great open Operation Road- 
side she became so expert in the 
removal of cataracts and in per- 
forming certain gynecological 
operations which drew patients 
to her from all over the world 
in later years. 

“I treated over 5000 patients 
those first years,” Dr. Scudder 
says smilingly. ‘Traveled hun- 
dreds of miles on foot (in a tem- 
perature of 107) or in oxcart.” It 
was a great day when the wom- 
en of America sent her a fine 
white ambulance equipped with 
newest-design operating table. 
But that was many years later. 

In 1908 the first training school 
for nurses was finally opened. 
There were only five entrants 
and came from nearby mis- 
sion schools. Back in America, .

The little one-room dispensary 
in 60 years has grown into the 
great Union Health .Center at 
Vellore. Spread over 200 acres, 
artistically landscaped, it in- 
cludes a 500-bed hospital, motels 
for patients’ families, up-to-date 
laboratories, departments of ra- 
diology, biochemistry, neuro and 
dental surgery, leprosarium, chil- 
dren’s home. Since its founding 
over 1000 graduate doctors, 
furses and surgeons, have 
passed from its gates. 

How did this happen? “Well,” 
the doctor says, “I never wasted 
my time climbing hills when 
there was a mountain beyond.” 
(She has been an enthusiastic 
mountain climber and _ tennis 
player even till her late seven- 
ties.) 

She has been climbing moun- 
tains all her life. The center did 
not go up by the wave of any 
magic wand. There was bitter 
opposition all the way. Both 
Hindu and Moslem were deter- 
mined, not to let their women 
come out from behind age-old 
walls and veils.

The Indian Medical Service 
ranks among the best in the 
world. It feared the lowering of 
standards. It was aghast at the 
idea of a young American wom- 
an starting a college ‘‘with just 
a few books, a microscope and 
a skeleton for raw sophisticates 
with centuries of female inferi- 
ority behind them.” 

The Government, however, 
soon became one of Dr. Scud- 
der’s staunchest supporters. It | 
was the I.M:S. director himself 
who comforted Dr. Ida the day 
she took her first 17 graduates 
up to Madras to take their ex- 
aminations which would make 

them licensed practitioners, 
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States, Canada, Britain, Ireland, 
Australia, Switzerland, Germany. 
The task of raising the many 
millions to build this gigantic 
Center has rested largely on the 
shoulders of the doctor herself. 
On one of her whirlwind tours 
around the world to raise money 
when Rockefeller promised $1,- 
000,0000 provided she raise two, 
she said wearily, “Why do so 
many people attach strings when 
making donations to God?’’

Before she finished she had 
groups of church women all over 
America, others at Vassar, 
Smith, Wellesley, Jewish women, 
newsboys, even the President’s 
wife, Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, 
working for her.
